Wilmington now has a special attorney, to assist in decisions on 
the case of low and moderate income housing, at the Ipswich 
River. Attorney Robert Cohen of Medford has been named by the 
board of selectmen. Five thousand dollars was transferred by the 
finance committee on April 15 to pay him, and so far the board of 
appeals has not wanted to avail itself of his services. 

Mr. Cohen seems to have been hired primarily for the purpose 
of preventing the housing projected under Chapter 774, to judge 
from the conservation of the selectmen, Monday night. 

He and the Town Counsel, Alan Altman, met with the selectmen 
for nearly an hour in executive session, while the finance com- 
mittee, meeting at the public library, was also discussing the 
case from their viewpoint. 

Later both boards met in a joint session, again with Cohen and 
Altman present. The agreement seemed to be, at the end of the 
joint session, that Mr. Cohen would be available to any board that 
needed his services in connection with the low and moderate 
housing case. 

At the same time it seemed that the selectmen were resolutely 
against the low and moderate income housing, and were employ- 
ing Mr. Cohen with that purpose in mind, and that the fincom was 
also against low and moderate income housing, except possible 
for Rod Laughton and Charles Mather. Mr. Mather was not pre- 
sent for the discussions, and Mr. Laughton voted No, and went

The proposal for 
MDC water 


For the past several years both 
Wilmington and Tewksbury have 
been exploring the possibility of 
obtaining water from the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
‘sion, in both cases to supplement 
the supply from local wells. 

In both cases an MDC vas 
supply hinged on actions of 
town of North Reading, which also 
has a shortage of water. It would 
cost North Reading over $4 
millions to make the connection 
with the current MDC lines, if 
Woburn completes work that is 
planned, There would also be local 
development costs for North 


Reading. 

The possibility which has been 
discussed in the past couple of 
years was a joint North Reading -

Wilmington pipe. line from the 
MDC, using the right of way of 
Route 93, and then a line (or using 
Wilmington water mains) to 
Tewksbury, so that all three town 
swould be drawing Bais eer 
supplies from the system. 

In recent months less has been 
heard of this proposal. The 
Wilmington Water Commissioners 
were reportedly as much in favor 
of using MDC water. 

North Reading, meanwhile, has 
been studying the possibilities of a 
joint water supply system with 
Lynnfield, that is, having a joint 
water district. A study com- 
mittee, two weeks ago, 
recommended to North Reading 
voters that there be such a joint 
water district. 

According to a report in the 
North Reading Transcript. the 
cost to users would be $100 a 
million gallons. The MDC 
charges, currently, are $240 a 
million gallons, and Andover is 
reported to be expecting $720 
million gallons from its new reser- 
voir. North Reading is expected to 
use Andover water until its own 
supplies, are ensured with ad- 
ditional pumping facilities. 


New motorcycle laws 


effective in June 


Deputy Registrar Francis 
McCone has advised motorcycle 
operators that beginning in June 
there will be two new laws gover- 
ning their operation on the 
highways of Massachusetts: 

1. Effective on June 11, 1975, 
operators of motorcycles which 
are not equipped with windshields 
or screens are required to wear 
eyeglasses, goggles or protective 
face shiends. 

2. Effective on June 23, 1975, 
operators of motorcycles shall 
ride no more than two abreast and 
shall ride single file when passing. 

These laws have been enacted 
tor the safety and protection of 
motorcycle operators and must be 
obeyed.

appeals how can they ask 
questions? 

Bachman said the selectmen’s 
position was negative, and ap- 
parently the funds were not intend- 
ed to support the board of appeals 
unless their position was negative 
(against the low and moderate in- 
come housing, Ed.) 

Chairman Tom Casey was of the 
opinion that the “underlying pur- 
pose - to get a time lag, and to get 
our own housing - a couple of 
years."* 

Legal assistance to the board of 
appeals was another point discuss- 
ed. Dick Duggan said it seemed to 
him the way that the new counsel 
was hired he should help prior to 
the decision, and it seems that the 
selectmen say no - only if there is a 
negative vote. 

Bachman joined in this, saying 
the idea is to hire the expertise 
before the fact, not to have it 
afterwards. 

Mr. Casey asked if this was the 
consensus of opinion, and it was. 
Shortly afterwards the finance 
committee went to visit the 
selectmen. 

The joint meeting 

Casey's description of the 
feelings of the fincom drew a hot 
rebuttal from Danny Gillis, chair- 
man of the selectmen. 

“We asked for the $5000 not 
afterward, but before the fact," he 
said. He went on to describe con- 
versations with Bruce MacDonald, 
chairman of the board of appeals. 
MacDonald, Gillis said, was told 
that Cohen was available. He had 
also been told to ‘‘hold”’ his opinion 
until ‘‘after tonight."’

preliminary decision and sent it to 
the town counsel (Alan Altman) 
and thjt Mr. Altman ‘“‘on our 
decision" had sent it back.

Tom Casey cooled things down a 
little. The decision, he observed, 
doesn’t seem to have been handed 
down. ‘Do they know this guy 
(Mr. Cohen, Ed.) is a neutral?” 

Miceli objected. ‘‘In all fairness 
he is not a neutral!" 

Gillis described the board of 
appeals as having done a lot of 
work and having night meetings. 
“We have been following a definite 
pattern of action. ‘ Tonight we 
offered the sérvices of Mr. 
Cohen.” 

Bachman: They have not had the 
benefit of counsel? 

Gillis: You asked a question. 
The answer is no. 

A little later Gillis described the 
situation as being that there were 
two counsels, and that there were 
available two courses of action. 
Describing what was presumably 
conversation with the board of 
appeals, ‘They said they don’t 
want the board of selectmen to 
make “our decisions."
